The cumulative author iridex was developed as a service for the Jour- 
nal of Special Education Technology readership. It was prepared as a 
resource for scholars wishing to access the 294 articles published in 
the first nine volumes of this journal. Since many literature searches in- 
volve tracking authors across a program of studies, and individual 
authors may not always be “first” authors, this index was prepared 
with a cross-reference of all authors to each citation. In total, 570 
author citations are included in this reference. It is the authors’ hope
